Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

wherein the macroblocks have associated motion vectors 333; and wherein the first macroblock 
has high frequency component energy (2x2) less than a threshold and the second macroblock has 
high frequency component energy (8x8) greater than the threshold (Fig. 4).
